In accordance with the vote of the district, the 
remaining two new class rooms in the Webster build- 
ing were finished last summer, one of them being oc- 
cupied in September. Apparently the remaining class 
room will not be used during the next school year 
unless the incoming first grade should be so large as 
to necessitate dividing the grade. The exteriors of 
the Centre and No. 7 school buildings have been paint- 
ed and a number of needed repairs made on the build- 
ing at No. 1.

We regret the curtailing of service by the Nashua 
street Railway Co., which has necessitated the trans- 
portation of several children on the southern portion 
of the Lowell Road by team.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hudson, 
Greeting: . 

I have the honor to submit herewith my fourth 

annual report as superintendent of your schools. 
Attendance. 

Below are given some attendance statistics taken 
from the General Statistics reports of the past four 
years. A steady increase is shown in enrollment and 
in membership in your schools and also in attendance 
of Hudson pupils in secondary schools outside the 
town. The rate of increase has not, however, been 
rapid enough to cause any special uneasiness at the 
present time as far as the housing of our school chil- 
dren is concerned for a period of three or four years. 
At present, even, there does not seem to be any prob- 
ability that the opening of another room in the Web- 
ster School next year will be necessary.. 

It is to be regretted that our per cent of attend- 
ance for the last year is the lowest of any during the 
four year period. This condition should be improved 
this year. ©

Of the twelve teachers, regular and special, who 
were in your employ last year, seven are now holding 
the same positions. Five new teachers have been em- 
ployed and the position as teacher of manual training 
is at present vacant. Four of the new teachers are 
graduates of normal or training schools, and the fifth 
has had some training and experience. 

The teacher is the one predominating factor in 
determining the excellence of a school. Although it 
is true that a poorly lighted or heated room may be 
a menace to the health of the pupils, and the lack of 
equipment may be a handicap to the work of any 
teacher, it is equally true that a properly planned, 
heated, and equipped room, as important as all these 
matters are, is of no avail in securing results when 
presided over by an incompetant teacher. The ex- 
cellent teacher has never been and never will be paid ° 
what her services are worth to a community. No 
community is rich enough to pay her in full. The poor 
teacher is always over paid whatever her salary may 
be. It should be the policy of every school district to 
retain its best teachers by encouragement in every 
way, whether it be by criticism, pleasant living condi- 
tions, or social recognition. 


Manual Training 


The great majority of our pupils who attend any 
secondary school go to the Nashua High School. Under 
the circumstances it is necessary that we give our 
pupils a preparation similar in content and extent to 
that which the Nashua pupils receive. In order to 
do this our equipment should be comparable to that 
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in our neighboring city. Our manual training equip- 
ment has been from the start inadequate, if we are 
to give our boys a training in this work equal to that 
which the Nashua boys receive. The head of this de- 
partment in Nashua tells me that the Hudson boys 
electing the manual arts course are decidedly handi- 
capped because of inadequate previous training. This 
should not continue. | . 

There are two ways of remedying this defect. 
Either we should send our boys to Nashua for train- 
ing in this work, or we should properly equip a room 
for it in the Webster School. It seems to me that 
there are many objections to the first of these al- 
ternatives. The expense of equipment for a class of 
12 would be between $250 and $300. I recommend 
this outlay. 


Health 


A summary report from the school nurse is at- 
tached to this report. I wish to call your attention, 
and through you more especially, the attention of the 
parents of Hudson to three items in this report. 
There are still remaining in our schools 21 children 
suffering from defective vision, 148 from defective 
teeth, and 77 from hypertrophied tonsils. This makes 
a total of 241 rather serious defects found from the 
examination of 324 children. As perfect as you may 
have supposed your children to be, the great majority 
of them need the attention of a dentist, an oculist, or 
of a surgeon. A sense of duty as well as a love for the 
child should cause you to open your eyes to the ex- 
intance of these defects in your children and to take 
the proper steps to have them remedied. The state. 
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and the local school authorities are doing their duty 
in this respect but the parent, who should be the most 
interested party, seems to be the one at fault. 


In General 


The schools as a whole seem to be in a better 
- condition than they have been at any other time dur- 
ing the past four years. The housing is the best that 
it has been during that time, the schools are more 
fully equipped with books and supplies, and they are 
presided over by a more trained and experienced corps 
of teachers than they have been at any other time 
during that period. This has been accomplished dur- 
ing a time when the State Board of Education an- 
nounces that the teaching force of the state has de- 
teriorated as far as extent of training and experience 
is concerned, due to our proximity to states which pay 
higher salaries and offer pensions. 

Thanking the teachers for their cooperation and 
loyalty, the board for its consideration, and the com- 
munity for many kindnesses, this report is,
